“This, Argentina claims, would 
work a tremendous hardship on her 
farmers, increase the surplus on 
hand and lower the domestic price.

Nor is it to be forgotten that this is a young 
country, with “wide open spaces” in town and 
out, where the consumer can “grow his own" 
to a very large degree. Also that the people 
of Canada have had long and enlightening 
experience in doing without things and devising 
make-shift substitutes for what they cannot or 
do not care to buy. 

One point seems clear. Like the NRA in the 
United States, the official regulation of prices 
and trade in Canada can accomplish little save 
harm for producers unless along with it goes 
a substantial increase in the buying power 
available to the consuming public. To raise 
prices without increasing buying power can 
result in only one thing—a stoppage of buying. 

President Roosevelt loosened up the money 
supply first, and introduced his codes after it 
had begun to circulate more freely. In Canada 
the codes are being brought into operation, 
with no sign as yet of any plan to enlarge the 
supply of money and credit without which there 
can be no increase in business—and without 
which there can be only a diminishment of 
business if the codes are applied in any general 
or vigorous way.

Then 
he could have taken treasury notes from the 
government and under the Finance Act turned 
them into ten times the number of dollars— 
and won honors instead of a term in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Oratory is man’s greatest gift. It combines 
the sense of color of the painter, the sense of 
music of the singer and makes these qualities 
mere aids to the enunciation of great moral 
truth or emotional urge.

Care of the Fect

There are but few perfect feet in the civil- 
ized world. The minute we wear shoes the dis- 
tortion of the feet begins. 

Do you remember the strange looking feet 


you saw at the beach or swimming pool?) Many 
were disfigured with dark, horny nails, crooked 
toes, bunions, corns, rough 
thickened skin, poor arches 


and many feet do not have a 
good healthy color but look 
like a plant that has been 
shut away in a cellar for a 
long time. 

Most people do not know 
as much about caring for 
their feet and toenails as they 
know about caring for their 
hands and fingernails, Next 
time you take care of your

fingernails, remember your feet and give them 


a little attention. If you care for your feet in 
your youth, your feet will support you in your 
old age. 

Nothing spoils a good time as readily as 
tired, painful feet. If the feet are weak the 
whole body is subject to repeated jars every 
time the weight is shifted. 

Here are a few simpte rules for caring for 
the feet: The hot epsom salts foot bath is very 
good for those with sweating fect, and is also 
of value for those with bunions and corns. This 
bath taken daily will refresh the feet and 
harden and tone up the skin. Those who are 
troubled with sweating feet and cracking be- 
tween the toes should use this bath daily. Wash 
the feet in warm water to which has been added 
a tablespoonful of epsom salts and soak the feet 
for ten or fifteen minutes, and after carefully 
drying them sprinkle some talcum powder over 
the feet and between the toes. 

If you have any trouble with feet, 
avoid tight shoes, Buy good shoes and have 
them fitted by an expert. The wearing of pro- 
perly fitted shoes will do a great deal to help 
your feet to greater comfort and will in the 
majority of cases produce a gradual improve- 
ment. The patient with some pronounced foot 
trouble such as a painful bunion, or weak 
arches will do well to try to find a shoe store 
where a “pedograph” will be made. This is an 
imprint or picture of your foot and will show 
you whether your arch has fallen, or if it is the 
opposite type which is extremely high. Such a 
reatly assists the man who fits your 
es in choosing the best kind of shoe for you 
to wear.

If your feet perspire, in many cases it is ad- 


visable to change the hose twice each day. It 
is good to get into the habit of taking care of 
your toenails once a week. There is more 
danger from infection from badly cared for 


toenails than from the fingernails. If the skin 
the nail harsh and dry, one should 
work in some cold cream after the hot epsom 
salts bath. Underneath the toenails and the 
edges of them should be cleaned with an orange 
stick and bit of cotton dipped in peroxide of 
hydrogen. 

If your feet have been neglected for a long 
time, a chiropodist is often the only one who 
can get them back to normal.
